2. Inventions l-XIV are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in 
other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed 
because active and backup execution modules, creation of the execution 
modules, detecting node failure, container process failure, failure of the execution 
modules, detecting nodes exceeding a threshold within a node group, detecting 
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node status, creating server objects. The subcombination has separate utility 
such as a database server failing during a transaction process, a database 
application having failure on a host system, a database server removal or 
addition to a server group. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and 
subcombination inventions.
